The tall of Halley’s comet has ap- 
pa rently fooled, everyone, because it 
did not do what the great astronomers 
figured it should. It was decided that 
the earth would enter the tail of the 
comet Wednesday afternoon ond 
emerge about midnight. Everyone was 
on the lookoyt and when midnight 
came it was taken for granted that 
| things had passed off on schedule time. 
The head of the comet performed its 
duty right on the scratch and is still 
where it properly belongs. It passed 
between the earth and sun exactly

SANTA ANA, May 19.—({Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The comet 
brought disaster to the mind of 
Mrs. Della Markwalder, wife of 
Jacob Markwalder. The woman, 
a cripple, has been slightly un- 
balanced for some time, but the 
near approach of the comet's 
tail seemed completely ‘to unset- 
tle her mind.

CAMBRIDGE (Mass.) May 19.—The 
report that the tail of Halley’s comet 
was sighted last night in the east by 
three well-known astronomers was re- 
ceived with great interest, but by no 
great surprise by the astronomers here. 

The Harvard explanation of the phe- 
nomenon is that the tail is lagging far 
dehind the head of the comet. The re- 
port tends to confirm the theory first 
evolved by Bessell when Halley's 
comet appeared.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

At 8 o'clock last night Dr. George E. 
Hale at Mt. Wilson Observatory, gave 
out the following statement: 

“We saw the head of Halley's 
comet at 7:38 o'clock this evening. At 
that tim it was one degree above the 
horizon and a little west of the sun, 
It was a hazy nebulus, like a hazy neb- 
wlar star. We could not positively 
identify any tail, but thought we saw 
a faint indication extending straight 
into the heavens. However, we may 
have beefi mistaken. We kept a care- 
ful watch all day and saw nothing to 
imdicate that the earth was passing 
through the tail of the comet. Our 
electrometer did not give any indica- 

of unusual electrical disturbances 
in the earth’s atmosphere: We will be 
on the lookout tomorrow morning for 
the comet's tall in the eastern sky, 
which will determine whether the earth 

passed through or not. From the 
location of the tall in t sky this 
morning it is not improbable that the 
earth will miss it entirely.” 

The head of the comet will he visible 
this evening in the western sky. It 
will be one hour and fifty minutes high 
when the sun sets. In other words, the 
head of the comet is now behind ,the 
sun instead of ahead of it. It is mov-

Speaking of comet traps—— 

Had the fool-killer spent two hours 
of Wednesday evening on the roof 
garden of the TMC. A., the mortality 
list in Los Angeles might have grown 
in alarming proportion. As it hap- 
pened, he was on other errands, and 
the perpetrators of one of the most 
glaring comet hoaxes escaped with 
their lives. 

With interest In the appearance of 
the comet and the passing of the earth 
through its tail at a white heat, sev- 
eral of the dormitory men evolved @ 
scheme for the mutual enjoyment and 
edification of all concerned. 

The principal object in the scheme 
was a telescope. Under the ihgenuous 
planning of “Bill” Behr, an electrical 
engineer of no mean ability, whose 
knowledge of the solar system is lim- 
ited to, ascertaining the difference be- 
tween one and three moons at one 
time, a telescope was fashioned. 

Arthur Johnson acted as construc- 
tionist. He possessed two very essen- 
tial parts of the telescope, the barrel 
and the triped. The barrel was a long 
yucca stick, secured from the heights 
of Mt. Wilson, and the tripod one usu- 
ally used in camera work. To the end 
of the yucca a waste basket was at- 
tached. Through this the rays of the 
assing comet's tail were filtered. 

the noted .English astronomer, 
Fred Letten, appeared on the scene, 
and began making his observations. 

As soon as they were announced. 
“Ballxhoo” Rowan, in magaphonic 
tones, announced to the diners in the 
roof garden café that all would be 
welcome to look through the telescope. 
Evening having advanced so far 
that only dim outlines of the 
telescope were visible, and with 
the eager crowd gathered round, each 
new victim of the jokesters rushed 
into the trap. 

Messers. Webb, Griffin, Minster, Cole 
and others assisted in elucidating the 
various phases of the comet, as not 
seen through the yucca tree. They 
succeeded in interesting about fifty 
people, who were gatoered at a ban- 
quet, and these all fell neatly into 
the hoax. 

The Glee Club, under the direction 
of J. Landrum Graham, social secre- 
tary, received a hurry call over the 
phone to come up. Singers dropped 
their music, and Graham, all on edge, 
lead their cnarge to the comet catcher. 
Chagrin was so great in this case thet 
rehearsal for the evening was cut out 
entirely 

Two squads of Triangle cadets were 
also among the victings of the evening.

Com- 
mander Grow and Secretary Wilkie,

Dr. Jacoby Says Lack of Results from 
Honolulu Observations Preve

NEW YORK, * May 19.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Dr. Harold Jacoby, pro- 
fessor of astronomy at Columbia, was 
much pleased with the cable report 
from Honolulu which told of the fail- 
ure of the astronomers of the Carnegie 
Observatory who had gone to Honolu- 
lu for the specfic purpose of observing 
the comet, to get any glimpse of the 
visitor.

The Thunderbolt swung a hard 
right to the jaw juet before the round 
ended In the fifteenth Thomas drove 
his man against the ropes with a4 
fierce rush and then nearly dropped 
him with a vicious right clout to the 
jaw.

their evidence and partially clear the, 
place before the police could reach 
them. Glittering uniforms are said to 
have given them a warning. The no- 
torious Ah Chee, known to Chinese 
‘throughout this country as one of the 
most slippery of the gambling frater- 
nity, was again arrested. He is said 
to never become discouraged and al- 
ways makes money enough to pay all 
dines. 
His close competitors, Ah Sing and 
Wong Sing, were also gathered in. 
Wong Dock, alias Wong Ark, who is 
the king of the Chinatown gamblers, 
was in evidence and visited the places 
to watch the work of the officers.

Charge That Miss Anne Morgan 
and Mrs. O. M. P. Belmont Only 
Seek Notoriety—Want no Help from 
Capitalists or Any of Their Rela- 
tives—Still They Fight for Vote.

CHICAGO, May 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Charging that Miss Anne Mor- 
gan, daughter of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, were inter- 
ested in Woman Suffrage for the no- 
toriety and the dominating position to 
be gained by it, and that they wanted 
the assistance of no capitalist or capi- 
talist’s relatives in their work, dele- 
gates to the congress of the Socialist 
party, now in session here, waged a 
bitter fight today attempting to ar- 
rive at some definite conclusion in 
shaping their policy for a war for uni- 
versal suffrage. 

“We don't want Anne Morgan to step 
in and try to tell us how to carry 
our campaign. Neither do we want to 
enlist the sympathy of Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont. Such capitalistic leadership 
as they would give would not advance 
our cause an inch,“ declared Joseph D. 
Cannon, delegate from Arizona. The 
little girls in New York and Philadel- 
phia helped our cause 500 times as 
much ag either of these women whom 
I have mentioned when they gave 5 
cents each towerd the cause of the 
striking workmen in Philadelphia.” 

A tumult of applause greeted the 
speaker. Mrs. Marguerite Prevy of 
Ohio was given the floor and she at 
once began a similar arraignment of 
Mre. Belmont and Miss Morgan. 

“Who is behind those women?” she 
asked. “Why, the capitalists, and any 
man or woman who is backed by capi- 
talists cannot be a member or in any 
way identified with the Socialist 
party.“ 


HOLDS INSPECTORS TO BLAME. 


Coroner’s Jury in Cherry Mine Disaster 
Allege Mine Laws Violations 
Were Connived at. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

PRINCETON (II.) May 19.—The Cor- 
oner’s jury which began last November 
to investigate the cause of the Cherry 
mine disaster, which resulted in the 
death of 265 miners in the St. Paul coal 
mine, has reached an agreement, and 
250 separate verdicts have 
turned. 


The jury says the mining laws were 
broken with the knowledge and con- 
sent of the mine inspectors. 

The verdicts were in three sets, one 
set giving the cause of death of twelve 
men in the rescue party who perished 
in the e in the main shaft; another 
tet for the 187 men who were suffo- 
cated in the second vein, and the third 
for the fifty-one men who were trapped 
in the third vein and died of exposure 
and suffocation. . 
The verdict is a vindication of John 
Cowley, the engineer in charge of the 
cage on which the twelve rescuers lost 
their lives. The verdict says the res- 
cuers lost their lives “indirectly by ‘a 
confusion of signals regulating the 
movement of the cage.” 
The following verdict was brought 
in for each of the 187 men who lost 
their lives in the second vein: 
“We find that they came to their 
death by suffocation, and that the fire 
was caused by a pitched load of bale? 
hay coming in contact with an oil 
torch. 
„And we further find that there was 
great delay in notifying the men of 
the danger.” 
The verdict giving the cause of death 
of the men in the third vein, says: 
“We find that they came to their 
death by exposure and suffocation. 
“We further find that the mining 
laws of the State of Illinois, in rela- 
tion to means of escape, were violated 
with the full knowledge and consent of 
— mine inspectors for District No. 
0. 


RACING WITH OLD SOL. 


Bridge Builders Labor incessantly to 

Finish Before False Work Goes 

Out With Ice. 
[ASB8OCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
CORDOVA (Alaska) May 19.—The 
builders of the great $1,000,000 canti- 
lever bridge of the Copper River Rail- 
road that will span Copper River 
diagonally between the Miles and 
Childs glaciers, are engaged in a race 
with the summer. False work for the 
bridge was bullt on the six-foet ice of 
the river and the steel is being put in 
place by men working from the wood- 
en scaffolding that rests upon the ice. 
Three feet of water is flowing over the 
ce, and the ice may be swept out any 
day and with it the false work. If the 
bridge is not completed before the 
false work is swept to sea the loss in 
extra labor involved will be $150,000, 
beside the delay to operation of the 
railroad. 

The builders work eighteen 
hours a day. in the bright Alaska sun- 
shine, and high speed is maintained by 
a bonus of $100 offered to each man if 
the bridge is completed before the ice 
goes out. 

Three thousand men are at work on 
the Copper River Railroad, taking ad- 
vantage of all the daylight. 

A bridge across Tieke! River at Mile 
102 has been begun, and the track to 
the steamboat landing at Mile 104 wil! 
be laid in a few days. Navigation is 
expected to open about May 25. Trams 
probably will be running to Chilina by 
July 10. 

The Copper River Railroad, under- 
taken by the Morgan and Guggen- 
heim interests, extends from Cordova 
to the Bonanza Copper Mountain and 
will be completed before November 1.

Moore, for the latter part of Septem- 
ber or early in October.

That the leaders lost 
their nerve after the men walked out 
yesterday is shown by their actions 
when they asked for a conference 
with the members of the association 
at 2:30 o'clock, and did not appear un- 
tll two and one-half hours later.

Union of United Brewery Work- 
men, at their head. -Proebstie had 
been observed to get off a car in front 
of the Maier offices at the hour called 
for the conference, but probably suf- 
fering from “cold feet, he fied back 
to the Labor Temple to recover from 
a rumor that the brewers intended to 
oust union labor from the breweries.

WRANGLE OVER CONTRACTS. 

It seems that on May 2 the brewery 
employés submitted their new con- 
tracts to their employers. After sev- 
eral conferences and full discussion 
of the demands, the employers came to 
the conclusion that they could not pay 
higher wages than the present scale, 
especially in view of the fact that only 
nine months ago they had granted an 
increase. 

Various conferences were held be- 
tween Secretary Kraemer of the 
Southern California Brewers’ and Bot- 
tlers’ Association, and delegates ap- 
pointed by the labor unions of men em- 
ployed in the local breweries,-and the 
result of these conferences was that 
the unions conceded minor points. 


Secretary Kraemer fully explained to. 
a delegtaion of labor men yesterday 


morning that the manufacturer was 
not in a position to grant an increase 
in wages. There was no threat of a 


strike at that time, but at 1 o'clock the 


men walked out, and the big plants 
were stilled. It was a cowardly blow. 
There were rush orders of beer to be 


delivered, and not a man was in the 


breweries and bottling establishments 
to handle them. The brewers, however, 
instead of requisitioning every express 
wagon and dray in the city, informed 
their customers, who were sending in 
hurry telephone calls, that no deliveries 
would be made until the unionites, 
who had asked for a conference, could 
be heard. The hour named was 2:30 
o'clock. 
PICKET BLUSTER FAILS. 

When the time came and no commit- 
tee appeared, the brewers, who had 
assembled at the Maler Brewing Com- 
pany'’s office, No. 440 Aliso street, wait- 
ed until patience ceased to be a virtue. 
At 4 o'clock word was sent to all the 
breweries to fill orders. Within a few 
minutes express wagons rattied up to 
the breweries, loaded and drove off. 


At all the brewertes the strikers had 


set pickets. They glared sullenly at the 
express men, but said nothing until a 
handful of leaders hove in sight. 

“Der vagons are being loaded vith 
deer.“ they exctaimed. 

“Dot has got to stop.“ said a leader 
of the leaders.

Now City Council Can Adopt Re-

If the report of the Board of Pubite 
Utilities on gas rates is adopted by 
the Council, Los es will continue 
to pay eighty per thousand cu- 
bic feet, except Gan Pedro and Wil- 
mington portions for which a contin- 
vance of the rate of $1.35 is recom- 
mended. The report was filed with 
the Council yesterday at the conclu- 
sion of the hearing of the Union Holly- 
wood Water Company, which was ob- 
jecting to the reduced rates preposed 


gas rates without much ceremony. 
As to three . companies—Do ic, 
Economic and Southern California 


Edison, the latter having @ gas plant 
at Wilmington—the report says little. 
Its main discussion is of the Los An- 
geles Gas and Electric Corporation, 
which furnishes four-fifths of tie gas 
consumed. 

The board says it finds a difference 
of $2,238,000 in the valuation of the 
plant by the company and the valu- 
ation made by the board's experts and 
asserts it finds evidence that gas could 
be sold at lower cost te the consum- 
ers then is now done, but that the 
time to make a full investjgation has 
been insufficient and therefore it can- 
not conscientiously recommend a re- 
duction of the rates this year. 

The Council spent the entire day 
hearing the dispute between the Union 
Hollywood Watér Company over its 
rates and the members and officers of 
the Board of Public Utilities. The . 
board sought to establish, by proving 
that many tract owners had paid for 
mains and a bonus in addition, that 
a large part of the company’s dis- 
tributing system had cost it nothing 
and that the company did not regard 
this revenue as incident to the sale 
of water.

HALEY SUSPENDED, SUPERIN- 
TENDENT’S JOB IN DANGER. 


Sen of Humane Animal Commis 
sioner, Poundmaster and General 
Pooh-Bah With the Dog-License 
Money, Reported to the Civil Serv- 
ice for intoxication. 


Haley's jag and not Hailey’s comet 
has brought the city dog pound and the 
Humane Animal Commission into the 
limelight again. Haley is not the 
member of the Humane Animal Com- 
mission, but the son of that tireless 
worker for good government, and the 
situation he has created is reported to 
have caused so much friction in the 
commission that the Mayor may have 
to find a new one. 

Of course, the whole trouble was 
Haley's jag—that is, the jag, or jags, 
for, like Halley's comet. the jag had 
a long tail. Young Edward P. Haley 
is the son of Francis C. Haley, mem- 
ber of the commission, city pound 
master and, as aforesaid, prominent 
good government booster for the Liss- 
ner machine, and Mayor's man at the 
pound. Young Haley is a deputy hu- 
mane animal inspector. 

According to a single line sent by 
A. H. Clark, esuperintendent of the 
pound, to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, young Haley has deen ‘‘sus- 
pended gince May 5 for intoxication.” 

Acoording to C. A. Elder, a mem- 
ber of the commission, this is true, but 
it is also true that young Haley has 
been given a two weeks’ vacation. Mr. 
Elder says, of course, it is without pay. 

“But how can a suspended man get 
a vacation?” Eider was asked. 

“Weill,” said he, “there has been 
friction between Haley and Clark, and 
we may have a new superintendent.” 

Clark explains that the senior Haley 
has been tryi to “get him,“ and that 
when Junior Haley, deputy humane 
appeared at the 


„ he suspended 
But he couldn't make it stick, 
Senior Haley restored his son to duty. 

“When I suspended him,” said Clark, 
“young Haley gave me the laugh and 
said his father would put him back. 
And he did.” 

A few days later, says Clark, Haley 
reappeared with a second ition of 
his jag and was again susperided. This 
time he made it stick. But the com- 
mission, according to Elder, also 
granted a two weeks’ “vacation” to 
Haley the younger, probably to keep 
him under civil service some way. . 

Elder was asked if there is not frie- 
tion among the members of the com- 
mission. 

“Not now,” said he. That has all 
passed over.“ Elder wag somewhat 
reluctant to say much. 

It is understood, however, that the 
chief friction is between Haley and 
Walter G. Schmidt, the third mem- 
ber of the commission. Schmidt was 


out_of town yesterday. and his theory 
of We suspension, ornamented with a 
two weeks’ “vacation” for intoxica- 


tion, could not be given. It is under- 
stood, however, that Schmidt is back- 
ing Clark, and has the support of 
Elder. 

Nearly every one who knows of the 
trouble seems disinclined to give de- 
tails. Some say, young Haley wanted 
to tear Clark b from limb when 
he was suspended the second time, hut 
was prevented—by Clark. |

WILL CONTEST. 


Hearing Likely to Continue Three 

Weeks ag There Is a Great Deal of 
Accounting to Be Gone Over—Books 
Must Be Examined — Hinges 
Largely on Alleged Trusteeship.

The long-standing contest involving 
W. LeMoyne Wills as plaintiff, and M. 
F. Wills, Louise K. M. Brainard, et al, 
as defendants, to declare a trust and 
set aside certain deeds, began before 
Judge Wilbur, yesterday afternoen, It 
is believed that he hearing will con- 
tinue at least three weeks. Several ef- 
forts have been made to settle the case | 
out of court, but they have all failed. 

The amount involved includes prop- 
erty worth in excess of $550,000, the 
real estate being among the most valu- 
able in Los Angeles. The plaintiff and 


detendant. M. F. Wills, are brother and 


sisters, and the sole children of John 
A. ang Charlotte L. Wills. 

It alleged in the complaint that on 
August 1, 1891, John A. Wills made his 
last will, devising his property, his 
death occtrred November 26, of that 
year, leaving as his next of kin and 
sole heirs at law, his widow, Charlotte 
L. Wills, his son, the plaintiff, and his 
daughter, M. F. Wilis, with an estate, 
that, at the death of Charlotte IL. 
Wills, October 5, 1908, was worth 3550, 
000 


On December 21, 1891, the plaintiff 
and Robert W. Poindexter were ap- 
pointe] executors, and on July 25, 1893, 
the whole of the estate, after the pay- 
ment of debts and certain legacies, was 
distributed to Charlotte L. Wills, the 
widow. 

It is alleged by the plaintiff that the 
provisions of the wil! of the father 
created an express trust in all the 
property of which he died seized; and 
it ie further averred that Charlotte I. 
Willis never did at any time found any 
of the charitable institutions referred to 
in the will of the testator. It is further 
alleged that of the trust so created of 
which Charlotte L. Wills was trustee, 
the plaintify and defendant, M. F. 
Wills and Charlotte L. Wills, as bene- 
ficiaries thereof, were to make suilt- 
able provision for the son and daugh- 
ter, during their life-time. 

It is further alleged that ‘roperty 
was sold in Duluth, Minn., for $90,044, 
and that $75,000 of this zum was in 
vested in real estate in Los Angeles, 
the title being conveyed to M. F. Wills, 
who no consideration for same: 
that M. F. Wills and the defendant, 
Brainerd, entered into the real estate 
business in Los Angeles, and that the 
property iin which the investments 
were made, was conveyed one-half to 
M. F. Wills, and one-half to Prainerl. 
It is also set forth that since the death 
of Charlotte L. Wills, M. F. Wills has 

to convey to Brainerd all her 
right in the property, and M. F. Wills 
is denying the plaintiff's right to an 
accounting. 

Charlotte L. Wills died October 5, 
1908, leaving a will and it is alleged she 
pretended to devise to M. F. Wills, all 
the residue of the trust property. 
Louise E. M. Brainerd was nominated 
executrix of the estate, November 138, 
1908. Another charge of the plaintiff 
is that M. F. Wills is 50 years ef age, 
in poor health, and without any bus 
ness experience, receiving the rents 
for the property and using the same 
for individual benefit. 

The prayer of the petition is that the 
court hold that M. F. Wills has the 
title to the property as trustee for 
herself and the plaintiff: that the deeds 
made by her be set aside, and a proper 
accounting be had; that the defend- 
ant, Louise F. M. Brainerd, re- 
quired to show what debts there are 
against Charlotte I.. Wills estate, 
and for the appointment of a receiver. 

On the part of the defendants, it is 
contended that there was no creation 
of an express trust; that the will gave 
M. F. Wills full power to dispose of the 
property as she desired.
